i o w . The o l d custom of laying by 
in store for the inevitable 
rainy 
day was best. 
Lesson No. 2 was that we might 
profit by the plan used by Joseph 
in the land of Egypt six thousand 
years 
ago. 
President 
Roosevelt 
and Secretary of Agriculture Wal­ 
lace actually are about to apply 
that sensible scheme to the Unit­ 
ed States. 
During the seven 
fat 
years, it will be remembered, Jo­ 
seph stored up food for the seven 
lean years.

results? Manufacturers make good 
profits because they make

can absorb. 
Farmers can never hope for pro­ 
fits until they 
adopt 
the same 
policy. 
If it is possible to get as 
much money for six hogs as 
we 
ordinarily get for ten, why 
not 
raise six instead of ten, thereby 
saving a lot of feed and work? 
Lesson No. 9

Our leader 
is already improving In health and

us all ready to direct us In the 
amazing explorations ws have plan­ 
ned for October, November and De­ 
cember.
